A statement has been iequed by the London 
and Nerth-Western Kailway Company, ad- 


the Railways {North-Western and Midland 
Group) Bill, applying for general road transport 
powers. The memorahdum is published in view 
of recent criticisms against the safeguards in 
the bill to protect the interests of traders and 
the road transport industry. lt states thet the 
railway comyanies promoting the bill desire to 
make it perfectly clear thát they are willing 
and anxious to meet such critigems not only 
by definite assurances, but, where necessary, by 
amendments to the bill, and thus make those 
ealeguards more explicit. 

The companies are prepared to institute their 
road services on the understanding that the 
standard charges for conveyance of goods by 
road between any two points shall be the ap- 
proved standard charges for the conveyance of 
the same class of goods by railway, and the only 
latitude they desire is that which has already 
been conceded in respect of railway rates— 
namely, the right to grant exceptional rates 
which are not less than 5 per cent. nor more 
than 40 per cent. below the standard charges.

From the commercial aspect, it is &A 
“ mis-fire.* The stream of visitors has come 
from all parts of the world, including large 
numbers from Soviet Russia and America; but 
after the first two days the back-flow began, 
go that Leipzig on the third day of the Fair 
was far less crowded than on previous occasions. 
Technically, it has been a success, because it 
bas seen the realisation of quite new aims of 
German commercial propaganda. 
TRANSFORMATION OF KRUPPS. 

A moment's reflection will show that, with 
a falling rate of exchange, it is more and 
more costly for a German to buy pounds 
sterling or dollars for travelling expenses, of 
to pay for advertising space in foreign 
newspapers. Germany has no teal foreisn 
trade propaganda. The only thing that she can 
do ia to attract buyers to come to 
her. Hence this time, the technical fair, 
which occurs simultaneously, has been vastly 
extended. The tool-making machinery section 
is twice ite size of six months ago. The exhibit 
of instruments of ision for industrial pur- 
oses js also twice its former size. Large firms

The impossibility of bringing some of the 
very large machines to the Fair has led to the 
use of the cinema for demonstration purposes, 
and the gigantic Defries Steel Corporation has 
actually Ered a large theatre for the week, 
and given cinema demonstrations to show the 
extent of its organisation and range of manu 
facturing capebilities. It is a sheer impossi- 
bility to mention specially any of the thousands 
of intensely interesting displays, since all claim 
attention with equal right. . Perbaps, one might 
merely say that the present would be an ex- 
tremely favourable time to renew old machinery 
or instal new models in Ireland from German 
factories, because the rate of exchange is 
favourable, and the German works at present 
are able to consider requirements.

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STATEMENT BY MEATH 
FARMERS.

The Executive of the County Meath Farmers’ 
Association have issued a statement, in which 
they give a history of the abortive conferences 
which préceded the present strike of agri- 
cultural labourers, in that cqynty. At the 
suggestion of the Secretary of the Association, 
® preliminary conference was held in Dublin 
between tatives of the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’. Union. and of the 
County Executive, to make fresh wages a e- 
ments for County Meath. The result of the 
meeting was that on February 8 both sides 
met in Navan. The Transport Union demand 
was a flat rate of 40s. for a 50-hour week. 
Association offered 30s, a week for the area 
in which the awarded wage to February 1 was 
38s. and 27s, 6d, in which the awarded wage 
to February 1 was 36s. The conference

members, of the Association began to pay their 
ba the reduced wage of 30s. The Transport

A HISTORIAN’S VIEWS. , 


“ One of the lessons that one has to learn is 
that all that is, happening to-day is the result 
uí yesterday—the yesterdays of the past.”

The British Army. 


The most interesting feature of the de- 
bate on the Army Estimates in the House 
of Commons yesterday was Field-Marshal 
Sir Henry Wilson’s maiden speech. The 
estimates were introduced by Sir Laming 
Worthington-Evans, who explained that 
the net cost of the Army for the coming 
year would be some £62,000,000. This 
sum, said, included £7,000,000 ior 
terminal war charges, and £3,500,000 
for charges which would arise out of the 
proposea disbandment of a number of regi- 
ments. Therefore, the normal current 
cost of the Army would be £51,750,000. 
“The provisional estimates, it will be re- 
membered, amounted in all to £75,000,000, 
and the Geddes Committee demanded a 
“cut” of £20,000,000. Sir Laming Worth- 
ington-Evans pointed out that he had suc- 
ceeded in making a “ cut’’ of £16,500,000, 
and could not possibly go any further 
without endangering the security of the 
Inclusive of Indian and Colonial 
temporarily on the

Empire, 
troops which are 
strength of the Army, Britain’s total mili- 
tary establishment is only 215,000 officers 
and men. ‘Twenty-four infantry regi- 
ments, including nearly all the Irish 
units; five cavalry regiments, and forty- 
seven batteries of artillery are being sacri- 
ficed on the altar of econemy; and, when 
the reductions have been completed, the 
enrolled strength of the British Army will 
be “infinitely weaker ’’ than it was before 


the war, 
Sir Henry Wilson opposed the reduc- 


tion of the Army tooth and nail,. and 
made a remarkably able speech against 
it. The advocates of a smaller Army, he 
said, based their arguments on two false 
hypotheses—namely, that the collapse of 
Prassian military power removed all 
danger of aggression in Europe, and that 
the advance of modern science was doing 
away with the need for a large military 
force. Speaking with the experience of 
many years behind him, Sir Henry Wilson 
asserted that, up to 1914, Britain never 
had raised a single man, or “a single 
wheelbarrow,’’ as a result of Germany's 
military preparations; the Army would 
have been necessary if Germany never 
had existed. . The scientific argument 
eut both ways; for, if the British soldier 
has better rifles and bombs than he 
had ten years ago, his enemies, including 
native tribes, are equally fortunate, Sir 
Henry Wilson s best point, however, was 
his picture of contemporary Europe. In 
1914 Britain had no commitments on the 
Continent. Now she has heavy responsi- 
bilities on the Rhine, in Silesia, and in 
Constantinople, in addition to her burdens 
in Palestine and Mesopotamia; while she 
is bound by solemn pacts to give military 
assistance to France or Belgium in case of 
need. There are as many armed men in 
Europe to-day as there were at the out- 
break of the Great War. Who will care 
to assert that Britain does not require an 
efficient and well-equipped Army ? 

There is a good deal to be said for Sir 
Henry Wilson’s point of view. Britain 
has far too many Government departments 
and far too many well-paid officials of 
every kind. The fighting services, how- 
ever, are quite another matter. The 
primary function of an army, as Sir 
Henry Wilson said, is to prevent war, If 
a stage is reached at which a war cannot 
possibly be prevented, it must be won. 
Now, there is hardly any doubt that Sir 
Laming Worthington-Evans has reduced 
Britain's margin of safety to a minimum 
so far as the Army is concerned, and Lord 
Lee of Fareham has admitted quite 
frankly that the “cuts” in the Navy Esti- 


‘mates have exposed the nation to very 


grave risks. Furthermore, not only the 
quantity, but the quality, of the Army is 
being lowered; for the loss of the Irish 
regiments will deprive it of some of its 
best fighting material. France has refused 
to reduce her military strength, although 
her financial condition is much worse than 
that of Britain. Poland has an enormous 
Army, while every little mushroom State 
in Europe has its formidable legions of 
well-armed men. We believe that there 
never can be peace in the world until the 
Washington ideals are achieved; but no 
one nation can afford to throw away its 
shield while its neighbours are sharpening 
their. swords. “Safety first’? must be 
the motto of Britein as well as of France 
and the other nations of the Continent ; 
for all the economies on earth would not 
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. Russia on the Rand. 

The attempted revolution on the Rand 
may give further trouble, but its back 
ihas been broken. The revolutionaries who 
‘surrounded Johannesburg were themselves 
surrounded as a result of General Smuts’s 
prompt and vigorous tactics, and were 
caught between two fires. On Tuesday 
Fordsburg, which lies within two miles 
of Johannesburg, fell after an hour's 


i 
s advancing on a wide 


outh Africans; both British 


and from the still defiant revolutionaries 
General Smuts demamis unconditional 
surrender. Public opinion will allow him 
to employ the utmost severity in his 
methods of suppression and punishment. 
The revolutionaries not only have declared 
war on the State, but have conducted it 
in the most savage fashion. They clubbed 
mine officials to death at Brakpan, 
murdered loyal natives, and, in their 
drunken orgies, fired upon women and 
children. The trouble has been grow- 
ing for a long times Perhaps, General 
Smuts and his Government are to blame 
for their unwillingness to grapple with it 
at an earlier stage. The strike that brought 
matters to a head was the outcome of a 
conspiracy in which communist agitators 
played skilfully upon the more or less 
normal grievances of the miners. There 
is plenty of evidence, as General Smuts 
says, that the workers were used as dupes 
by Bolshevist agents, and that the revolu- 
tion was assisted by money from Europe. 
Lenin's emissaries are at work in every 
part of the world, and everywhere, alas! 
the short-sighted policy of local Labour 
leaders promotes their plans. The chief 
agitators on the Rand were Russians, of 
whom no fewer than 1,300 entered the 
Union of South Africa between January 
and November of last year. Russians also 
were largely responsible for the serious 
economic troubles in Canada three years 
ago; and Bolshevist agencies are now pre 
paring to take advantage of the Labour 
crisis in Great Britain. It behoves every 
part of the British Empire to be on its 
guard against this insidious danger.

Tyranny of Paste. 


A letter in The Times has raised a dis- 
cussion on the subject of posters in city 
streets. It deals rather with the quality 
than with the quantity of these pictorial 
advertisements, and some correspondents 
suggest an artistic censorship—a sort of 
bill-posters’ “hanging committee.’ In 
England, we gather, the placing of posters 
is not a haphazard affair. Sites dre not 
commandeered at random. They are 
rented from the landlords on whose 
property they stand, and hoardings must 
conform with certain regulations which 
are laid down by the urban authorities. 
Moreover, the larger bill-posting com- 
panies employ inspectors who report upon 
the state of the hoardings and the posters. 
What is the practice in Dublin? Some 
of the city and suburban hoardings 
are a gross blot upon the landscape 
Still more gmevous to the artistic 
instinct and thessense of civic dignity 1s 
the tyranny of the handbill. lí there are 
any municipal regulations on this subject, 
they are ignored utterly. Pasted bills 
are allowed to deform the pedestals of 
our noblest statues. Gilaring posters are 
slammed upon the classic pillars of great 
public buildings. The peripatetic bill- 
sticker is an iconoclast who spares neither 
beauty nor sentiment. We are all proud 
of our ancient city, but we seem to be 
strangely incurious of its claims upon our 
care. Perhaps, matters will be different 
when the Free State has its Minister of

Middle Class Burdens. 


The results oí an interesting investiga- 
tion by an expert committee into the 
present cost of living for the middle 
classes have just been published. [Forms 
were issued to civil servants whose earnings 
exceeded £500 per annum, and in this way 
an analysis of the household expenditure 
of more than a thousand families was 
obtained. The committee found that, for 
the families considered, the cost of living 
in October last had increased by 106 
per cent. This figure applied with little 
fluctuation to families whose earnings 
ranged from £750 to £2,000 per annum. 
By the end of January of this year the 
increase over the pre-war cost of living 
had fallen im the case of salaries of £750 
to £1,000 to 96 per cent.. but the fall had 
not been so great with the richer families. 
The corresponding figure for the working 
classes is 88-per cent., and it seems that 
their cost of living is falling more rapidly 
than that of their richer brethren. Thedis- 
bursements of a middle class household 
at present have doubled themselves since 
1914, while middle class incomes have 
remained virtually fixed. The working- 
man gets most of the sympathy, but he is 
not the only sufferer by any means. 


Dancing. 


The mania for dancing which seems 
within the last year to have gripped the 
inhabitants of the British Isles is causing 
some concern in many places. It receives 
special mention in the annual report of 
the Cinematograph Exhibitors’ Association 
and is blamed for its contribution to the 
“slump” in the cinema business to-day. 
There is no doubt that dancing has in- 
creased enormously in popularity. The new 
craze may be explained either as a wayward 
caprice ‘which has no apparent raison 
d'étre or as the symptom of some phase 
of the national mentality which the war’s 
aftermath has roused and brought to the 
fore. The latter explanation is probably 
the more correct. The exotic and sensuous 
rhythm of the “ jazz band ” has an appeal 
for those primitive passions which Frend 
declares to be the prevailing factor in the 
sub-conscious mind. The negroid influence 
in the present craze is very harmful, and 
until modern dancing divorces itself from 
that barbaric influence it will be unable 
E claim its Íollowers as lovers of the art

| ‘THE. PORT OF DUBLIN. 


A NEW WHARF. 


- 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Port Act of 1920 largely increased the 
borrowing powers of the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board. The first operation of the Board under 
this Act was to supersede their antiquated 
dredging plant, which they did by purchasing 
a modern high-capacity bucket-dredger. This 
dredger—the “ Deepworker "—started work in 
November, 19921, and fulfilled all that was es- 
pected of it. It raises 1,600 tons of sand or, 
gravel per hour from a depth of 62 feet below 
the water-surface. Its power of dealing with 
difficult materials can be gauged by an inspec- 
tion at the Port Engineer’s Office, Kast Wall, 
of a concrete block weighing 3} tons, which was 
raised in one of the dredger’s buckets in the 
ordinary course of dredging. 

Special consideration has been given to the 
needs of the Port in the matter of providing 
deep-water shipping quays, suitable far berthing 
the largest class of ' tramp” steamers, so that 
they can lie afloat at all states of the tides. 
The Board have already undertaken an exten- 
sion of the Aiexandra Wharf, and in iis execu- 
tion is introduced one of the most interestin 
operations connected with port engineering. 
usual method of constructing quay walls is to 
enclose the site within a coffer dam of either 
timber or steel sheet piling, which allows the 
area within the dam to be pumped dry and 
then excavated to the depth required. As quay 
walls were being founded at largely increased 
depths, it was found that the cost of building 
the dam became excessive, and, as far back as 
1872, Dr. Bimdon Stoney, F.R.S., Engineer to 
the Port Board, designed a novel method of 
constructing the lower portion of the quay walis 
then being built in Dublin. The feature of this 
work was the construction on the land near by 
of solid concrete blocks, 31 feet high and 350 
tons in weight. These blocks were conveyed, by 
means of a large floating .crane, to the site of 
the new quay wall, and each was then lowered 
to its previously prepared foundation bed. The 
height of the blocks was such that, when de- 
pense their tops were well over low-water 
evel, so that the upper structure of the wall 
could be completed between tides. The bold- 
nese of this scheme, including his design of such 
large lifting appliances, unprecedented at that 
time, and the complete guccess of the work, 
placed Dr. Stoney in the front rank of harbour 
a 

n view of the much greater depth at which 
the present walls are being founded, 35 feet 
below standard low-water, the foundation 
blocks, if carried out on Dr. Stoney’s design, 
would require lifting appliances the cost of 
which would have been prohib.tive. The alterna- 
tive method of constructing the wall which was 
decided - by the Board's present Engineer, 
Mr. J. Mallagh, B.E., A.M.1.C.F., consists in 
building very. large caissons (hol.ow blocks) of 
ferro-concrete on land adjoining the Alexandra 
Basin. Two of thel® caissons will be launcned 
within a day or two. Once afloat, the side walls 
of these caissons will be further built up until a 
height of about 40 feet has been obtained, Con- 
currently with this, the inside will be partly 
filled with ballast, so as‘to prevent them, when 
in a floating condition, from being top-heavy. 
Each caisson will then be towed over its site for 
deposition and sunk in position on a foundation 
bed that has been previously prepared -for it. 
This bed, in the first instance, will be roughly 
obtained by dredging, and then finally finished 
by bringing over the foundation a large diving 
bell in which men will, by hand iabour, bring it 
to an accurate surface. When the caisson is in 
its final position mass concrete will be deposited 
to a suitable shape inside it; upon this the 
superstructure of the wall will then be 
built. This method of constructing a quay wall 
has never been adopted before in Ireland, and 
is believed to be also new to the British Isles. 

The building of the caissons is proceeding 
steadily, and within the next few days an addi- 
tional building slip at Tolka quay will have 
progressed sufficiently to allow the construction 
of additional caissons there, thus doubling the 
output. and thereby expediting the progress of 
the ocean wharf. The magnitude of this under- 
— can be readily appreciated when it is 
stated that the completed wall will be over 
60 feet in height (half that of Nelson's Pillar), 
and that each of the completed caissons, when 
fully constructed, will weigh about 3,000 tons. 

This work, however, does not absorb all the 
energies of the Board, who, in addition, are 
reclanning at the east end of the Port about 
60 acres of land from the river estuary. This 
area is now being enclosed by a concrete re- 
taining wall which is well advanced. The 
enclosure is in process of being filled by material 
dredged trom the bed of the river channel and 
bar. The dredgings are conveyed to a wharf 
adjoming the reclamation by a steam barge, and 
then, by means of centrifugal sand-pumps on 
board this vessel, thie material (mixed with a 
large volume of water) ie pumped ashore. An 
idea of the magnitude of this pumping can be 
gathered from the fact that 1,200 tons of sand 
and gravel, together with about 10,000 tons of 
water, are discharged ashore in about an hour. 

The Board, however, are not gatisfied with 
only providing whartage for large vessels to dis- 
charge or load cargo. The industrial renaissance 
to which the, country is looking forward pre- 
dicates additional mills, factories, and work- 
shops, the economic location of which—having 
regard to the cost of transit both of the raw 
materiale and of the finished products—is a 


matter of supreme importance. ‘lhe Port Board 
will be able in the very near future to offer 
almost 60 acres of land for such industries. 

, This reeord of the activities of the various 
Boards under which the Port has existed since 
1786 is one of progress and development of 
which the citizens may feel proud, more espe- 
cialy when it is appreciated that this magnifi- 
cent Port and its equipment have been brought 
into existence and its finances so well conserved 
that its funded debt now amounts -to only 
£967,000, the total capital expenditure having 
reached over £2,000,000.

SIR H. WILSON’S WARNING. 


—_—~—... 


The Army Estimates were discussed in the 
Flouse of Commons yesterday. Sir Laming 
Worthington Evans said that it had been im- 
possible to present the full book of detailed 
estamates by that day, because of the Geddes 
Commitiee’s investigations. He was, there- 
fore, only asking for a vote on account of 
228,000,000, which represented between four or 
ive months’ of the expenditure of next year. 
He had circulated a White Paper summarising 
iue main conclusions of the Geddes Committee, 
aint showing in broad outiline the action he pro- 

' posed to take on their mecommendations. 

The net total of the Army Estimates for next 
year was over £62,000,0C0, but in this was in- 
cluded £7,000,000 for ternoimal war charges, and 
£3,500,000 for charges arising out of reductions 
tu the Army, including the compensation of 
oficers and men whose services were pre- 
maturely disposed of, and the cost of the 
tiansport home and the pay of these men 
during the period of disbendment. Deductin 
these two special mnon-recurrent items. lef 
£51,750,0000 as the normal current charges for 
the Army next year. 

THE * CUTS.” 

The Geddes Committee. recomménded that 
trom the provisional figure of £75,000,000 
£20,000,000 should be kitocked off. After 
necessary adjustments had heen made, it would 
be seen that this year’s estimates were reduced 
by £16,500,000, as against twhat £20,000,000, but 
these two figures were not really comparable. 

The Geddes Committee only indicated a de- 
finite reduction of £5,500,000. He did not know 
how they arrived at the total of £20,000,000. 
He doubted if, after the necessary corrections, 
{hei total recommendailions exceeded 
#16,500,000. The reductions were difficult to 
compare, because he had reeluced some Items, 
and refused to follow the Committee's advice 
ov other items. 

His figures included £1,500,0(10, the estimated 
receipts from Germany towards the cost of 
troops on the Rhine. 

Vote A provided for a total establishment of 
152,836 of all ranks, a reductiom from last year 
of 48,000 men. This total excluded 52,000 native 
Indian and Colonial troops, temporarily on ‘the 
strength of the British Army. These ve a 
gross total of 215,000 of all ranks. The Geddes 
Committee suggested a reduction of 50,000 men. 
tie accepted reductions of 33,600. 

He was disbanding 24 infantry regiments, five 
regiments of cavalry, and 47 tteries of 
medium and field artillery. Corresponding re- 
ductions must be made in other arms of the 
Service, and in administration. 

“ As regards cavalry,” said 3ir Laming, “last 
vear four calvalry regiments were disbanded, 
but further reductions are required. I am ex- 
tremely anxious to make them without destroy- 
ing completely the identity of any single 
regiment. A scheme is now being examined by 
which it might be yossible not only to retain 
jn some measure the identity of the existing re- 
giments, but to bring back to the Army List 
the four whose disbandment has been carried 
out.” (Cheers.) 

WEAKER THAN IN 1914. 

The enrolled strength would be infinitely 
weaker than in 1914, but they had a potential 
reserve of war veterans. He was proposing to 
strengthen the Reserve and to re-staff the 
Mihtia. The Geddes. Committee advised that 
the Militia should not be reformed, but it was 
necessary to have technical men in the Militia 
to secure quick mobilisation in an emergency. 

Dealing with the duties that the Regular 
Army had to perform, Sir Laming said that it 
was a mistake to suppose that the Army bore 
any relation to the requiremenis of a European 
wer. The elimination of the German manace 
did mét of itself enable him to reduce the 
numbér of men maintained at home. 

The reduced Army of the future would eon- 
sist of the Household Cavalry, 20 regiments of 
cavalry, 160 batteries of artillery, 124 iafantry 
line battalions, besides 10 Guards battalionu, 
and auxiliary and ancillary services. 

Their normal needs, on the reduced scale, of 
garrisons abroad, including India. required that 
there should be abroad 11 cavalry regimen’s, 
leaving nine at home; 82 batteries of artillery 
ebroad, leaving 60 at home; 62 line battalions of 
infantry and one Guards battalion abroad, and 
62 line battalions and nine Guards battalions 
zt home. 

RISKS. 

He would not conceal írom ithe House that 
i sks must be run if those uctions were to 
he carried put, It took time to enlist technical 
personnel, without which a siriking force was 
.ncapable of mobilisation. 

He had been looking into the expenditure of the 
administration departmenis in the current year. 
Cheir cost was £1,900,000. Next year's estimates 
would see a reduction of £800,000. He was pot 
auaking reductions by merely cutting down the 
fighting units: he was also doing his best to 
reduce the ancillary services to the minimum 
consistent with the efficient working of the 
roachine. ' 

He believed that the reductions in Territorials 
would be accepted in the right spirit by the 
whole Territorial Force. They were effected 
without endangering in any way the frame- 
work of the force. it would still be capable of 
expansion in an emergency. i 

He proposed the reductions with the loyal 
and whole-hearted support and co-operation of 
the Army Council and the War Office staff. 
‘There had been full appreciation of the necessity 
for drastic reductions. These reductions could 
not be made without running military risks. 
The Army might be called upon to reinforce 
the troops in India and Egypt in certain 
eventualities. Those risks would have to be 
run, and they must hope that, by sound policy 
and wise administration, such a course would 
be justified. 


THE CHOICE.

Sir Donald Maclean said that there were two 
great factors for consideration. The first was 
the question of what the Minister called 
“ commitments,”’ but which he preferred to call 
“‘policy.” The other factor was the urgent 
necessity for economy in national expenditure. 
Tt was because the financial position was so 
serious that he urged on the Government and 
their military advisers’ not only to make these 
reductions as swiftly as possible, but to go still 

urther. 

: No doubt they were taking risks, but he 
maintained that they must take even greater 
military risks in order to restore the financial 
position. It was the policy of the Government 
which bed been the cause of huge military ex- 
penditure, and until they altered their policy 
they would never get the finances of the 
country in a sound condition.

TRENCHANT CRITICISM OF 

“ CUTS.” 

Field-Marshal Sir Henry Wilson, in a maiden 
speech, said that the Geddes Committee had 
based their recommendations for the reductions 
on two hypotheses, both of which were false. 
The first was that, the German peril having 
passed, there was no need to keep an army to 
face it. But they had never raised one man, 
one horse, or one wheelbarrow because of the 
danger of war with Germany. The Committee's 
second reason for the reductions was that, with 
modern inventions and modern arms, the pre- 
sent Army was a much more formidable force 
than pre-war Armies. That was a false deduc- 
tion, on a false basis. 

\n the case of a European war, their enemies 
would have the same arms as they had. In 
Savage warfare modern inventions had, on the 
wiibie, made possible enemies more powerful 
than Britain. He calculated recently that, if 
the Government of India had to carry out Lord 
Koberts’s march from Cabul to Kandahar they 
would require now three times as many troops 
as Lord Roberts had. ; 

In the frontier fighting during the last 18 
months they had to employ far more troops 
than they used before the modern rifle gave the 
natives such an advantage. He would not him- 
self have published some of the figures which 
the Minister had mentioned. If these Estimates 
were passed, it would take 15 days to produce 
one division and one cavalry division. For a 
second division they might have to wait six 
weeks, and for third and fourth divisions some 
months. 

A CONTRAST. 

Their liabilities at home, in Ireland, Egypt, 
and India, were all present in 1914. In ad- 
dition, they had now the Rhine, Silesia, Pales- 
tine, Constantinople, and Mesopotamia, and the 
pacts between Britain and France and Belgium. 

In addition there were two things which ren- 
dered the situation infinitely more dangerous 
than in 1914. As a result of the war and the 
Peace Treaties, Europe was broken up into a 
number of small States. Eleven States had no 
aceess to the open sea. Five more had access 
only to the Black Sea... Did anyone imagine 
that a vast country like Russia, with her free 
ports taken from her, would not break out 
towards the sea, whether Esthonia was guarded 
by the League of Nations or not? 

In spite of the. break-up of the German and 
Austrian armies, there were as many armed 
men in Europe now as in 1913. He had the 
figures of the armies of all these States. That 
er a more dangerous state of affairs than in 


PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 

The increase of armed men in these States 

was simply terrifying. Who could say Europe 
was more peaceful than in 1913? ho was 
going to say what would happen in Ireland, 
lgypt, India? Who would maintain that 
their liabilities had not increased ? 
_ He assured Sir Donald Maclean that officers 
also had to pay 6s. income tax, and, therefore, 
finance was very much in their minds. e 
country’s liabilities were immensely increased, 
and its power to meet them was being enor- 
mously reduced. The primary duty of an army 
was to prevent war, and he knew of no cheaper 
way of conducting the business of a State than 
to conduct it in a state of profound peace. One 
way of doing that was to have an army 
sufficiently strong to prevent war. If they 
could not prevent. war, the next duty of an 
army was to win a war. It was useless to 
have an ey not sufficiently strong to prevent, 
a war to win a war, but just sufficiently 
weak enough to lose a war. In his judgment, 
if the present estimates were passed with a 
reduction in the fighting forces, they should be 
in possession of the kind ef army which was 
bound, in spite of ovegy thing it could do, to 
lose a war. (Cheers.) ©

CO-ORDINATION OF FORCES. 


Lieutenant-General Sir A. Hunter Weston 
called attention io the necessity of a review of 
the administrative and directing organisation 
of the defence forces, and moved—* That in 
order to determine the most economical and 
most efficient method of directing and ad- 
ministering the Army, it is desirable that the 
Government should set up a Commission or 
Committee to consider how the resources of our 
country can best be utilised for defence; to 
consider how the operations and administration 
of our sea, land, and air forces shall be co- 
ordinated in war and peace; and to make recom- 
mendations as to the best form of directing 
organisation both in the Government and in the 
Ministries and Deyartments concerned.” 

General Seely joined with General Hunter- 
Weston in congratulating Sir H. Wilson on 
his speech. It was the best maiden speech, said 
General Seely, that he had ever heard in that 
House. He hoped, however, that when the 
gallant Pield-Marshal addressed them in future 
he would not make their flesh creep so much 
as he had on that occasion. His speech was the 
best justification for the motion that had been 
moved. 

Sir R. Sanders said that the motion was one 
with which the Government had great sympathy. 
but to which an immediate reply could not be 
given. On the question of economies in admin- 
tration, a Committee had been set up recently 
in the Cabinet to see how far economies in the 
Navy, Army, and Air Forces could be effected, 
and he thought that it would do something in 
the direction indicated in the motion. 

Sir E. Banbury supported the motion. 
Unless it was accepted they might run the risk 
of continuing with a reduced Army until it wae 
too late. 


A PROMISE. 

Sir L. Worthington Evans, being appealed to 
by Major-General Seely, said that he was not 
prepared to accept Sir A. Hunter-Weston’s mo- 
tion, but he would represent to the Cabinet 
that the House would like specific action on 
this subject. 

Sir A. Hunter-Weston on this promise with- 
drew his motion. 

Sir A. Williamson congratulated the War Sec- 
retary on producing estimates which so nearly 
approximated to the figures given by the Geddes 
Committee. He suggested, in view of the de- 
crease in wages, that if there was any further 
fall in the cost of living the yay of the Army 
should be reviewed so as to keep it at some 
sort of relative level with the pay of a similar 
class of labour in civil life. 

Brigadier-General Colvin suggested that steps 
should be taken to reconstitute the national 
reserve, of whom there were 200,000 when 
mobilisation took place. 

Major Hall said that it was overlooked that 
in Soviet Russia to-day there existed an Army 
of over 1,000,000 men armed, trained, and offi- 
cered to a certain extent by German officers, 
under the orders of a Government by no means 
friendly to England. 
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Many features of interest are presented in 
the report for the year 1921 of the work done 
by the Joint Committee for Leinster, Munster, 
and Connaught of the British Red-Cross Society 
and the of St. John. 

With a view to avoiding overlapping of effort 
among the several o isations for the relief 
of ex-Scrvice men and their families a con- 
ference was convened last summer, the results of 
which have been on the whole satisfactory, but 
there is still room for improvement. The Red 

Emergency Help Committee had worked 
hard, and, under the chairmanship of Mr. Wal- 
ter Sexton, and much help from Mr. Fallon, 
Secretary of the City of Dublin War Pensions 
Committee, a good practical scheme had been 
evolved. / 

It became necessary to reconstrnct, more or 
loss, the system of handling claims for help. 
“ Although,” says the report, “our relations 
with the Ministry have been friendly, we have 
Lad some difficully in getting that degree of as- 
sistance which we might have expected in cases 
of great urgency sad many of positive destitu- 
tion, which could not be aided out of Govern- 
ment funds. We have received from London 
£4,300 for this work, and have aliocated out of 
our own funds £1,000.” 
TUBERCULOSIS. 

The cases of tuberculosis came from all paris 
of Southern Ireland, and were very numerous. 
A sum of £500 had been allocated to the Tuber- 
culosis Committee, and, in addition, a centri- 
bution of 10s. per week had been promised on 
condition that the United Services’ Fund should 
give a similar sum for cases of tuberculosis 
medical and surgical, among children of ex 
Service men up to the number of 20 for a yeas 

In the limbless depariment 97 cases were as 
sisted during the year, 13 loans being made and 
8+ grants. The work of the orthopedic clinica 
has given the greatest amount of assistance o! 
a really practical kind. The following Red 
Cross. and St. John Clinics have been going at 
full steam:—Dublin (2), Cork, Ukenny, 
Drogheda, Muilingar, Waterford, Limerick 
Since their inauguration about 200,000 ireat- 
menis have been given in these clinics—a very 
remarkable figure, seeing the time, care, ana 
skill each seance required. The results have 
been eminently satisfactory, in many cases a 
permanent cure being effecied. 

The hostel, 110 St. Stephen's Green, contain- 
ing 30 beds, has been used for men awaiting 
or undergoing treatment at the clinic or at the 
Orthopedic Hospital, Blackrock. As the num- 
ber of these cases has declined, thé number of 
beds has been reduced to 20, and a reduction of 
staff and other economies have been effected. 
Money grants amounting to a total of £1,998 
have n made to various hospitals and in- 
stitutions during the year. 

AMBULANCES. 

Ambilances lent by London were placed as 
follows :—Dublin (2), one for British Red Cross 
Society for the county and one for St. John 
Ambulance Brigade for city; Blackrock U.D. 
Council, Cork (2); Loughrea, Mullingar, Kil- 
larney, Dundalk, and Tullamore. Owing to the 
unsettled conditions in the provinces, it became 
necessary to return two of the ambulances to 
London. In Dublin the St. John Ambulance 
had dealt with 242 cases during the year, and 
latterly had two, three, or four calls per day. 
It is now being largely used by medical men 
in cases of poor patients. The Red Cross 
ambulance had carried 86 cases in the County 
Dublin. 

The Hospital Supply Dépót had continued its 
work, and 86,000 dressings were sent out during 
the year. The Electro-cardiograph presented 
to the Dublin hospitals by the Committee had 
proved to be of very great use. Two grants 
were made for the purchase of Radium Emana- 
tions for treatment of scars, etc., by Dr. Walter 
Stevenson, and had enabled him wo treat 130 
men with encouraging results. 

On receipt of a request from Sir Arthur 
Stanley, it was decided that the detachments 
in Dublin should take up the work of the 
“ Not Forgotten” Association, which does such 
excellent work in London under the presidency 
of H.R.H. Princess Mary, and which consists in 
visiting and supplying comforts, such as fruit, 
cigarettes, papers, etc., to the ex-Service men 
still in hospital, A further grant of £500 
(making £1,500 in all) was received from the 
Joint Committee for assisting ex-V.A.D.’s de- 
sirous of taking up special training. The 
V.A.D. Club 24 Molesworth street, continues 
to prosper under the able chairmanship of Mr. 
A. M Fullerton, O.B.E., who has placed it on 
a sound financial basis. 

The St. John Ambulance Brigade and Associa- 
tion have carried on ambulance service of men 
in the streets, at. theatres. picture houses, foot- 
ball matches, race meetings, and the Horse 
Show, and the Order of St. John have awarded 
one silver and four bronze life-saving medals. 
and three parchment certificates, for cases of 
great gailantry displayed in Dublin early in 
1921, when ambushes occurred and first-aid was 
promptly rendered to wounded civilians. In one 
case an ambulance man rushed forward and 
nicked un ap unexploded homb. rendered it 
safe. handed iit over to the police, and pro- 
ceeded to render first-sid to a wounded man. 
He received a silver medal.

MASTER MUSICTANS. 


SIGNOR SIMONETTT’S CONCERT 
Yesterday afternoors complimentary concert 
to Signor Simonetti, in the Abbey Theatre, 
Dublin, was largely attended. The uniformly 
high appeal of his playing while with us some 
few years ago is still remembered, especially 
his work in the Trios at Woodbrook, and it 
was pleasant to find that now, if anything, it 
is more scholarly and finished than of old. 
concert was an arduous task for any 
artist, even though two singers made some 
resting intervals possible. iss May Meehan 
sang ' O love, from thy power,” from ‘* Sam- 
son and Delilah,” and Graham Peel’s “ The 
Early Morning.” She uses her voice raged + 
musical sense, balancing feeling and m ie 
values most artistically. In Saint Saéns, the 
rich tones of her voice were heard to great 
advantage. 
Mr. Michael Gallagher, in his two songs, the 
* Prologue ” he col and ‘‘Sea Fever,” 
showed great vancement, po so much in 
power, as delivery. His fine soft breadth of 
tone in ' Sea Fever” holds great promise; as 
well, the more dramatic sections of the ‘‘ Pro- 
logue.” The accompaniments to these songs by 
Signor Viani were suggestive, without being 
obtrusive. 
Signor Simonetti’s playing was heard at his 
best in the Kreutzer Sonata, where r 
Esposito took the piano part. The fluency of 
these players e the work very cohesive 
through all its difficulties and variations. The 
whole work was well controlled, some grading 
in tone ascensions, being curiously complete in 
themselves, the instruments now in contrast, 
now merged and always in sympathy. It was 
a work that put all else in the shade, although 
Signor Simonetti’s rendering of the Mendelssohn 
Concerto had been distinctive, as also the 
Gemimani “ Sonata in E Minor,” and the Bach 
** Allmande, Sarabande and Gigue.” 
Mr. T. Weaving in the earlier work ac- 
companied Signor Simonetti with deep absorp 
tion in his work. In fact, the concert through- 
out contained nothing but the best work.

The Dublin and District Motor Cycle Ciub and the 
Cork and District Motor Cycle Club have reliability 
trials fixed tor to-morrow.
